TH decline of the Long 
Island Indians as a dis- 
tinct people was hastened by 
their inability to comprehend 
the white man’s standards. 
When they first disposed of 
large sections of their terri- 
tory to the colonists for a few 
trinkets, they assumed that 
the transfer of title did not 
cancel their inherent right to 
fish and hunt and to dwell on 
the property as their people 
had for untold generations. 
Those chieftains who affixed 
their mark to a deed often re- 
turned for further payments, 
as in the case of Tackapousha 
of the Massapequas whose at- 
tempts to exact additional 
amounts from the founders of 
Hempstead town have been 
likened unto extortion. 

It is fair to assume that 
these Indians saw no difference 
between the tributes which 
they themselves were forced 
to pay periodically to mainland 
tribes and the payments made 
by these new white neighbors 
for the right to share in the 
Indians’ domain. As the set- 
tlers took no immediate steps 
to bar the redskins from the 
acquired land, and in fact en- 
couraged them to hunt there- 
on as a means of supplying the 
settlement’s larder, the white 
man’s meaning of ownership 
was not soon assimilated b) 
the aboriginal mind. 

The enactment of laws sup- 
posed to safeguard the In- 
dians’ property rights pro- 
vided simply that they must 
be imbursed for their land, but 
as no equitable minimum price 
was stipulated they could stil! 
be paid with trinkets. Such 
laws worked to the further dis- 
advantage of the Indians who, 
believing their interests offi 
cially protected, sold their land 
more readily. 

A factor that hastened the 
dissolution of the Indians’ way 
of life was the early importa- 
tion of Africans from southern 
colonies where they had first

been landed as slaves. Again 
laws were enacted to safe- 
zuard the Indians from a simi- 
lar fate, but there was little 
difference in the general status 
of the free Indian servant and 
the Negro slave who worked 
together and often lived to- 
gether on the same farm. As 
a matter of fact, whereas the 
farmer-slave-owner was com- 
pelled by law to support his 
human chattels in sickness and 
old age, the farmer-employer 
could and usually did 
charge the Indian servant who 
became too sick or too old to 
work. This advantage to the 
black slave did not long escape 
the notice of the red hireling.

Long Island Indian Relics 


The intermarriage of indians 
and Negroes began early. The 
offspring of such mixed unions 
became at birth the property 
of whoever owned the slave 
parent. Needless to say, the 
Indian parent, man or woman, 
thereupon usually sacrificed 
legal freedom to share the lot 
of the offspring. Also free In- 
dians “‘bound out” their child- 
ren as servants to work and 
live in what virtually was 
slavery. In adult life, and 
sometimes before, many of 
these Indian servants married 
among the slaves whose lot 
they shared.

( LD Queens County of 
which Nassau County 
was originally the eastern sec- 
tion has produced its share of 
great Americans. The story 
of LeBaron Bradford Prince 
of Flushing who became Gov- 
ernor of New Mexico was told 
by Miss Marion F. Overton in 
the April 1948 Forum. A 
native of Flushing where his 
family had won earlier fame 
as America’s first nurserymen, 
Prince first went west in 1879 
to become New Mexico Terri- 
tory’s chief justice. There he 
remained the rest of his life, 
finally being appointed terri- 
torial Governor by President 
Benjamin Harrison in 1889. 

Of this native Long Islander 
the Dictionary of American 
Biography savs: “He presided 
repeated'y over the Trans- 
Mississippi Congress, the In- 
ternational Mining Congress, 
the National Irrigation Con- 
ress, and the American Apple 
Congress. He represented 
New Mexico at the Chicago, 
the Omaha, and the St. Louis 
Expositions. He founded and 
was president of the New 
Mexico Horticultural Society 
and the Society for the Preser- 
vation of Spanish Antiquities, 
and held membership in the 
New Mexico Archaeological 

e ety.” 

It is interesting to note from 
Miss Overton’s story. that, 
having in his early vears 
helned found the Lone Island 
and the Flushing Historica!

OME ago, workmen 
digging near the cove on 
the west side of Setauket har- 
bor found some curious chips 
ot: wood. They were very large 
chips and of the type which 
are found only in a shipyard. 
As far as people knew, no ships 
had ever been built there. 
However, inquiry and search 
of old records showed that 
here a ship named Boyne had 
been built. The exact date of 
the launching is not known, 
but by 1789 she was on the 
high seas with Gilbert Floyd 
as captain. Her papers show 
she went down the Atlantic 
coast, picking up passengers 
and freight, and then crossed 
to London and Amsterdam, 
Holland. 

Let's you are the 
one American on a passenger 
list of over sixty who sailed 
from Amsterdam for Phila- 
delphia in May, 1797 on the 
good ship Boyne. You have 
your passage money—eleven 
guineas. The ship is in the 
harbor, but first vou must sign 
a most formidable looking doc- 
ument. 

You must promise to be 
clean, peaceable, sober, moder- 
ate, and pious. You also prom- 
ise to obey the captain in all 
things. You agree that if any- 
one rebels against ship rules, 
or steals, or is proved to be an 
“Infidel”, his punishment shal] 
be decided by the plurality 
vote of the passengers. 

On the other hand you find 
that the captain also had to 
make promises betore leaving. 
He had to promise to give out 
the following rations: 

Sunday, One pound of beef 
with barley; that is per per- 
SOn, 

Monday, One pound of flour, 
and one-sixth pound of butter 
for one week! 

Tuesday, One-half pound of 
pork with peas. 

Wednesday, Some rice. 

Thursday, One pound of 
beef with barley.
